The death of a 44-year-old 
man found lying on the 
ground partially clad in a 
Halifax neighbourhood 
over the weekend is being 
treated as a homicide 
Halifax Regional Police 
were called to 7051 Abbott 
St. near the Halifax Shop¬ 
ping Centre shortly after 10 
p.m. on Saturday. Police say 
Timothy John Kelly was suf¬ 
fering from multiple 


wounds, and was found ly¬ 
ing on the ground, report¬ 
edly on the sidewalk in 
front of the home. He was 
taken to the hospital where 
he was pronounced dead. 

What appears to be a bul¬ 
let hole can be seen 
through the side door of 
the festively decorated 
home yesterday, but it isn’t 
known how it relates to the 
incident, police say. 

“We have no witness to 
the incident right now, so 
we can’t confirm that this 
is new damage and is relat¬ 


ed to the incident,” said po¬ 
lice spokesman Const. Bri¬ 
an Palmeter. 

Spots of what looks like 
blood could also be seen 
leading towards the home. 

Palmeter said an autopsy 
will be conducted to con¬ 
firm the cause of death, but 
investigators are treating it 
as a murder. 

“At this time we have no 
idea the motive behind the 
incident,” he said, adding 
there are no suspects. 

Nathan Banks, who lives 
a few houses down from 


where Kelly was found, said 
he didn’t know the mur¬ 
dered man, but often saw 
him outside doing lawn 
work. 

“It’s a really sad thing to 
happen in the community,” 
Banks said on his front 
doorstep. “This is a really 
nice neighborhood and it is 
unusual for this to hap¬ 
pen.” 

Another neighbour, who 
asked not to be named, said 
cops had visited the resi¬ 
dence where the man was 
found during the summer.

HRP officer 
charged with 
extortion 

More charges likely: Dep. chief

Halifax Regional Police 
found themselves investi¬ 
gating one of their own 
over the weekend after an 
officer was accused of 
extorting money from a 
member of the public. 

Police say 29-year-old 
Const. Jeffrey Buchanan 
was arrested while on duty 
at headquarters early Satur¬ 
day morning, and was 
charged yesterday with ex¬ 
tortion and breach of trust. 

According to Deputy 
Chief Chris McNeil, 
Buchanan came into con¬ 
tact with someone during 
the course of his duties on 
Thursday afternoon, and al¬ 
legedly extorted an undis¬ 
closed amount of money 
from that person. 

“Two frontline officers 
came into some informa¬ 
tion which led them to be¬ 
lieve that (Buchanan) had 
been involved in some sort 
of criminal misconduct,” 
McNeil told reporters yes¬ 
terday at HRP headquarters. 
“They then brought that 
forward to their superiors ... 
and it required action im¬ 
mediately. This has been on¬ 
going since late Thursday 
evening pretty much 
around the clock.” 

McNeil would not get into 
specifics of where or how

the incident took place, but 
did say additional charges 
are expected in what he ad¬ 
mitted is a “complex” case. 

Buchanan, a four-and-a- 
half year veteran of the 
Halifax police force, has 
not worked in any other 
jurisdictions and has a 
clean record, said McNeil. 
He has been suspended 
from his duties, but is still 
eligible to receive pay for 
at least 60 days. 

“These are very serious 
charges,” McNeil said. “The 
public expects us to be be¬ 
yond reproach, and holds 
police officers in great pub¬ 
lic trust. When you know 
these people, and these 
things happen, you’re often 
shocked.” 

Buchanan has been re¬ 
leased on bail, and is sched¬ 
uled to appear in Halifax 
Provincial Court on Jan. 26.

Winter parking ban in effect 


If you parked your car on 
the street last night in the 
Halifax Regional Municipal¬ 
ity, you may have awoken 
to an unpleasant surprise 
pinned to your windshield 
this morning. 

The winter parking ban 
officially came into effect at 
12:01 a.m. in the municipal¬ 
ity’s urban core — which in¬

Feds give $4.2M for First Nations housing, centre 


Ottawa is contributing 
$4.2 million toward im¬ 
proved housing in First 
Nations communities in 
Nova Scotia and to creat¬ 
ing a proposed Mi’kmaq 
cultural centre and trail 
network in the centre of 
the province. 

About $ 3.8-million in 
federal funds will help

Confidence drops among Nova Scotians, survey finds

It looks like Nova Scotians 
are feeling somewhat 
chilly towards the provin¬ 
cial economy — both now 
and in the future. 

A survey by Thinkwell 
Research released yester¬ 
day says less than one in 
three Nova Scotians (31 per 
cent) believe the provincial 
economy will get stronger 
over the next six months, 
down nine points from 


September. 

Ten per cent of those 
surveyed believe it will ac¬ 
tually get weaker, resulting 
in a net confidence score 
(stronger minus weaker) of 
plus-21, down eight points 
from September. 

As for the current condi¬ 


tion of the provincial econ¬ 
omy, only one per cent 
says it’s excellent and 33 
per cent say it’s good, 
down six points from Sep¬ 
tember. At the other end of 
the spectrum, 50 per cent 
describe the current condi¬ 
tion of the economy as not 


so good and 14 per cent say 
it’s poor. When combined, 
the total is up six points 
from the last survey. 

“Whether or not this 
will place a damper on hol¬ 
iday shopping in the 
province remains to be 
seen,” Len Preeper, presi¬ 
dent of Thinkwell Re¬ 
search, said in a release. 

The survey, conducted 
Nov. 27 to 30, saw 401 adult 
Nova Scotians surveyed. It 
carries a margin of error of 
4.9 percentage points, or 19 
times out of 20. 


Boost in beer sales lifts NSLCs Q2 earnings

Diocese to proceed with abuse settlement 


Brothers claim abuse 


A historic class-action set¬ 
tlement involving Roman 
Catholic priests accused of 
abusing young boys in No¬ 
va Scotia will proceed 
after clearing a final 
hurdle, a lawyer for the 
victims said Friday. 

John McKiggan said the 
diocese of Antigonish has 
agreed to go ahead with 
the $ 15-million deal after 
passing a Dec. 4 deadline 
that would allow people to 
opt out. He said alleged vic¬ 


tims had until that date to 
opt out, at which point the 
diocese and the man who 
filed the original suit could 
also have withdrawn from 
the arrangement. 

But McKiggan said the 
diocese has decided to pro¬ 
ceed with the settlement 
even though some people 
have informed counsel for 
the church that they want 
out. “This is a landmark 
case. It’s a tremendously 
important case,” McKiggan 


• Ron Martin filed suit after 
his brother left a suicide note 
in 2002, outlining abuse he al¬ 
leged to have suffered by a Ro¬ 
man Catholic priest who often 
came over to the family home 
for dinner.

He says it also means a 
client will spend up to 30 
days in jail. 

Knox says Planetta, who 
testified Friday at the Hyde 
inquiry in Halifax, was also 
concerned that his client 
would have run the risk of 
giving incriminating evi¬ 
dence to a doctor, who 
wouldn’t have legal privi¬ 
lege. 

Knox says Planetta knew 
too that in Hyde’s case, the 
Crown had agreed to re¬ 
lease him, asking only that 
someone act as a surety for 
him.

Family to be briefed on shooting death 

But Mounties refuse to release report on man shot by RCMP prior to dying in hospital 


Family members of a man 
killed in a police shooting 
last year will be briefed 
today on the results of the 
investigation of his death, 
but have been told they 
won’t receive a copy of the 
written report. 

John Simon died in a Bad- 
deck hospital about three 
hours after being shot by an 
RCMP officer at a Katie Lane 
home on Dec. 2, 2008. 


For months, the Wagmat- 
coolc band has demanded 
the release of the report in¬ 
to the investigation of the 
shooting, which was com¬ 
missioned by the RCMP 
from Halifax Regional Po¬ 
lice. Representatives of 
both police agencies will be 
on hand for the meeting 
with Simon’s family and 
Wagmatcook band council. 

Brian Arbuthnot, the 


band’s director of opera¬ 
tions, said the band was no¬ 
tified on Wednesday that 
the report had been submit¬ 
ted to the RCMP, that they 
would review it and the 
family would be contacted. 

Today’s meeting will pro¬ 
vide only a verbal briefing 
to the family and band and 
the RCMP has indicated the 
final report won’t be avail¬ 
able for review. 


“We haven’t been told 
why, we were just told it’s 
not available, they’ve indi¬ 
cated some privacy mat¬ 
ters,” Arbuthnot said, 
adding the band is now re¬ 
viewing its legal avenues 
for obtaining the report. 

“There is a report, it’s 
there, the band council, the

RCMP spokesperson 
Brigdit Leger confirmed 
that meetings have been 
scheduled for today.

The head of the RCMP is 
bidding the force’s 
complaints commissioner 
farewell by accusing him of 
creating an “inaccurate” 
picture that suggests the 
Mounties have obstructed 
the work of the federal po¬ 
lice agency’s independent 
watchdog. 

The final weeks of Paul 
Kennedy’s term as the chair 
of the Commission for Pub¬ 
lic Complaints Against the 
RCMP have been marked by 
a public squabble with 
RCMP Commissioner 
William Elliott. 

Kennedy, who leaves his 
post at the end of the 
month, released two damn¬ 
ing reports last week while 
describing the force as a 
“massively inert” organiza¬ 


tion that is resistant to 
change. 

And in both cases — first 
a report into the death of 
Robert Dziekanski and then 
another into the use of a 
Taser on a 15-year-old girl in 
the Northwest Territories — 
Elliott posted letters on the 
RCMP website taking ex¬ 
ception with the timing of 
the reports and Kennedy’s 
comments about the force. 

“Of more concern is the 
impression left by your pub¬ 
lic comments that the 
RCMP, and I as commission¬ 
er, are motivated or have at¬ 
tempted to prevent reports 


critical of the force from be¬ 
ing made public. I categori¬ 
cally reject this,” Elliott 
wrote to Kennedy in a letter 
released by the RCMP on 
Friday. 

“An inaccurate percep¬ 
tion of the actions and mo¬ 
tivations of the RCMP has 
been created.” 

Typically, reports from 
the complaints commis¬ 
sion include a response 
from the RCMP, but 
Kennedy set the release 
dates for the latest pair of 
reports before the force 
had formally replied.

Commander confident

The presence of 
correctional services 
experts from Canada 
should go a long way to 
ensuring detainees hand¬ 
ed over to Afghan authori¬ 
ties are treated humanely, 
says Canada's top 
commander in Kandahar. 

In an interview, Brig.-Gen. 
Daniel Menard also said 
that halts to detainee trans¬ 
fers this year were for “pro¬ 
cedural” reasons, not be¬ 
cause of issues of abuse. 

“We have learned an aw¬ 
ful lot from the past,” he 
said. “What I can guarantee 
you is that right now we 
have put in place every- 
thing in our power to en¬ 
sure (humane treatment).” 

A political firestorm has 
been raging in Ottawa over 
revelations that Canadian 
diplomat Richard Colvin re¬ 
peatedly warned the gov¬ 


ernment that Afghan de¬ 
tainees were being horrifi¬ 
cally abused after Canadian 
soldiers handed them over 
to local authorities. 

The abuse issue has been 
swirling around Ottawa 
since 2007, when reports 
began to emerge of the pos¬ 
sible torture of detainees 
handed over by Canadian 
troops. The government 
moved to change its trans¬ 
fer agreement with Afghan 
authorities in 2007, but in¬ 
sisted all along it had not 
seen any credible evidence 
of torture in previous years. 

Menard, who has only 


been in his position for a 
month, expressed confi¬ 
dence that the problem had 
been addressed. He did not 
say what would happen if 
Canadian officials suspected 
detainee abuse. 

Under current protocols, 
the sole authority to detain, 
release or transfer suspect¬ 
ed insurgents to Afghan au¬ 
thorities rests with Menard 
himself. 

Canadian forces can only 
hold suspected insurgents 
for 96 hours before releas¬ 
ing or transferring them to 
the Afghan intelligence 
service. the Canadian press

Pedophile conspiracy report 
to be released this week 


An inquiry spurred by 
murky rumours of a clan¬ 
destine pedophile ring and 
coverup conspiracy in east¬ 
ern Ontario will release its 
final report Tuesday, four 
years after being struck. 

The release is the culmi¬ 
nation of the Cornwall in¬ 
quiry, which ended up with 
a $5 3-million price tag ex¬ 
amining institutional re¬ 
sponses to historical allega¬ 
tions of sex abuse. 

Some have openly ques¬ 
tioned the value of an in¬ 
quiry that spent so many 


years and so many millions 
of dollars probing how pub¬ 
lic institutions operated 
decades ago, as practices 
governing how abuse alle¬ 
gations are dealt with have 
since changed. 

The government esti¬ 
mates the final tab for the 
Ministry of the Attorney 
General will be $50 million, 
in addition to a $3.2 million 
special assistance grant for 
the city from the Ministry 
of Municipal Affairs and So¬ 
cial Housing for costs the

Simply stick to 
topics that no one under 
any circumstance, in any 
universe, could possibly re¬ 
ally care about and will 
take offence. This means, at 
all costs, avoiding themes 
such as politics, religion, 
any sport, whether Avatar 
was worth the $300 mil¬ 
lion, and dolphins. 

Safe topics include: Lego 
sculptures, bobsledding 
and cheese. To be complete¬

$i.i-trillion bill goes to Obama for approval 


Washington The U.S. Senate 
yesterday passed a $l.l-tril- 
lion spending bill with in¬ 
creased budgets for vast ar¬ 
eas of the federal govern¬ 
ment including health, edu¬ 
cation, law enforcement 
and veterans’ programs. 

The 1,000-page-plus pack¬ 
age, one of the last essential 
chores of Congress this year, 
passed 57-35 and now goes 
to U.S. President Barack Oba¬ 
ma for his signature. 

After the vote, the Senate 


immediately returned to 
debate on health-care legis¬ 
lation that has consumed 
its time and energy for 
weeks. The spending bill 
combines six of the 12 an¬ 
nual appropriation bills for 
the 2010 budget year that 
began on Oct. 1. Obama has 
signed into law five others. 

The final one, a $626-bil- 
lion defence bill, will be 
used as the base bill for an¬ 
other catch-all package of 
measures that Congress 


must deal with in the com¬ 
ing days. Those include ac¬ 
tion to raise the $12.1-tril¬ 
lion debt ceiling and pro¬ 
posals to stimulate the job 
market. The FBI gets $7.9 
billion, a $680-million in¬ 
crease over 2009; the Veter¬ 
ans Health Administration 
budget goes to $45.1 billion 
from $41 billion; the Na¬ 
tional Institutes of Health 
receives $31 billion, a $692- 
million increase.

Hundreds of students at 
Tehran University renewed 
anti-government protests

Students moved to the 
forefront of opposition on 


the streets with massive 
protests last week. They say 
authorities are using the 
images of burning photos as 
a pretext to crack down on 
their protests, which have 
helped revitalize the pro-re- 
form movement. 

State television has re¬ 
peatedly shown images, os¬ 
tensibly taken during stu¬ 
dent-led protests on Dec. 7, 


of unidentified hands burn¬ 
ing and tearing up pictures 
of Ayatollah Ruhollah 
Khomeini. It was a grave 
and illegal insult against the 
former leader, still widely 
respected in the countiy. 
The elite Revolutionaiy 
Guard, the countiy’s most 
powerful military force, 
called for the trial and pun¬ 
ishment of those responsi¬ 


ble. Student activists say au¬ 
thorities are trying to dis¬ 
credit them just as they be¬ 
gin to put up a new, power¬ 
ful challenge to the regime. 
The opposition’s main¬ 
stream leaders have strug¬ 
gled to dent the power of 
President Mahmoud Ah- 
madinejad and Iran’s cleri¬ 
cal leadership. 

Former President Mo¬ 


hammad Khatami, a promi¬ 
nent opposition voice, also 
said students were not be¬ 
hind the destruction of the 
photos. 

“Do not use the Imam to 
justify a harsher approach 
against those you do not 
like,” he was quoted as say¬ 
ing on a pro-reform website 
called Parlemannews.

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Italian PM 
attacked 



An attacker hurled a stat¬ 
uette at Italian Premier Sil¬ 
vio Berlusconi, striking the 
leader in the face at the 
end of a rally yesterday 
and leaving the 73-year- 
old media mogul with a 
broken nose and bloodied 
mouth. 

Police said the 42-year-old 
man accused of attacking 
Berlusconi as he signed au¬ 
tographs in Milan was im¬ 
mediately taken into cus¬ 
tody. The Italian leader was 
rushed to a hospital 
where he was being 
held overnight. 

The attack oc¬ 
curred at a time 
when Berlusconi, 
one of Italy’s wealthi¬ 
est men, is embroiled 
in a sex scandal, a di¬ 
vorce case with his Silvio 
wife and public Berlusconi 
protests demanding 
his resignation. 

TV showed the stunned 
leader with blood under his 
nose, on his mouth and un¬ 
der one eye as he was lifted 
to his feet by aides after yes¬ 
terday’s attack. He was hus¬ 
tled into the back of a car, 
but he immediately got out, 
apparently to show he was 
not badly injured. 

Berlusconi suffered a 
“small fracture” of the nose, 
two broken teeth and an in- 
juiy to his lip, said Paolo 
Klun, chief spokesman for 
Milan’s San Raffaele Hospi¬ 
tal. 

“He wanted to go home 
right away, but he is being 
held as a precaution” for 
overnight observation, Klun 


said. The premier suffered 
“a significant bruising trau¬ 
ma from this blunt instru¬ 
ment that was hurled at 
him.” 

Police first said it ap¬ 
peared the assailant had 
punched Berlusconi in the 
face while clutching a sou¬ 
venir statue of Milan’s Duo- 
mo, or cathedral with gar¬ 
goyles that symbolizes the 
city.

Immediately after the at¬ 
tack, the premier, after get¬ 
ting out of the car and with¬ 
out saying a word, was 
pulled back into the vehicle 
by bodyguards. 

The attack occurred after 
Berlusconi had just finished 
delivering a long, vigorous 
speech at the rally to thou¬ 
sands of applauding sup¬ 
porters from his Freedom 
People party in the square 
outside the cathedral at 
about 6:30 p.m. 

Police identified the man 
they were questioning as 
Massimo Tartaglia, 42.

Houston elects 
first gay mayor 


Yesterday Houston became 
the largest U.S. city to elect 
an openly gay mayor , with 
voters handing a solid vic¬ 
tory to City Controller An- 
nise Parker after a hotly 
contested run-off. 

Several other U.S. cities, 
including Portland, Ore¬ 
gon, Providence, Rhode Is¬ 
land, and Cambridge, Mas¬ 
sachusetts, have openly 
gay mayors, but none are 
as large as Houston. 

Parker, 53, defeated her 
opponent, Gene Locke, 


with 53.6 per cent of the 
vote Saturday in a race that 
had a turnout of only 16.5 
per cent. 

While gay rights issues 
were not a focus of Park¬ 
er's campaign, she began 
her political career as a gay 
activist. 

She campaigned against 
the passage of a constitu¬ 
tional ban on same-sex 
marriage in 2005 and has 
said she supports gay mar¬ 
riage.

GM in talks to sell old Saab technology

tomobile’s technology to Beijing Automotive Industry Holdings and the rest of the company to a 
second buyer. 


The federal cabinet on Fri¬ 
day overturned a CRTC rul¬ 
ing preventing Globalive 
Communications Corp. 
from launching Wind Mo¬ 
bile as Canada’s fourth na¬ 
tional wireless carrier — a 
decision with significant 
ramifications for both 
Canadian consumers and 
the country’s strictly regu¬ 
lated industry. 

Much in the industry 
will now change: from the 
crucial minutiae of cell¬ 
phone bills, to the shape 
and structure of the $16 
billion sector that touches 
millions of Canadian lives, 
industry analysts say. 

The quashing of the 
Canadian Radio-television 
and Telecommunications 
Commission decision from 


October, which deter¬ 
mined Globalive was a for- 
eign-controlled company 
and ineligible to launch, 
means big changes in the 
Canadian telecom sector, 
starting as early as next 
week — the earliest Glob¬ 
alive said it could launch 
in the Toronto and Calgary 
markets. For consumers, 
the decision is a clear win.

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automotive General Mo¬ 
tors Co. is in talks to sell 
parts of Saab Automobile’s 
old technology to a Chi¬ 
nese company and the en¬ 
tire brand to another buy¬ 
er, a person familiar with 
the negotiations said yes¬ 
terday. 

The person said GM 
plans to sell the technolo¬ 
gy behind the Saab models 
93 and 95 to Beijing Auto¬ 
motive Industry Holdings.

The person said the sale 
of the old technology to 
will help GM financially 
but won’t stand in the way 
of a deal to sell the entire 
Saab brand and its current 
production to another buy¬ 
er.

General Motors earlier 
this month said it will 


phase out the Saab brand if 
it doesn't find a buyer for 
the brand before the end 
of December. About 4,500 


jobs at Saab are at stake.

Koenigsegg Automotive AB 
dropped out of a deal to 
buy the company in No¬ 
vember.

Alice? It’s a ques¬ 
tion the Canadi¬ 
an Soccer Association (CSA) 
needs to be asking itself 
right now. 

Over the weekend news 
broke that UEFA is investi¬ 
gating Bulgarian referee An¬ 
ton Genov for allegedly fix¬ 
ing a game between Canada 
and Macedonia. 

The game, which was 
nothing more than a friend¬ 
ly, saw an unusually high 
amount of Euros wagered 
on it — specifically on the 
over bet of 2.5 total goals 
and on the number of 
penalties to be called in the 
game. 

The game ended 3-0 for 
Macedonia and there were 
four penalties called — in¬ 
cluding one very question¬ 
able penalty that came in 
the final minute of a game 
with no implications or oth¬ 
er importance. 

UEFA has suspended Gen¬ 
ov and barred him from all 
competitions while they in¬ 
vestigate. 

Meanwhile, the response 
from the CSA and the Mace¬ 
donians has been alarming¬ 
ly predictable. 

“The Canadian Soccer As¬ 
sociation confirms that 


none of its players or staff 
were in any way associated 
with the alleged match-fix¬ 
ing incident recently report¬ 
ed in relation to the Nov. 14, 
2009 match which featured 
Macedonia vs. Canada. The 
Canadian Soccer Associa¬ 
tion has not been contacted 
by UEFA or FIFA in respect 
of this match,” CSA general 
secretary Peter Montopoli 
wrote in an email. 

Peter sent me that email 
just hours after the story 
broke. It’s their standard PR 
approach but it raises ques¬ 
tions about how the CSA 
could confirm anything 
about that game having just 
learned of it. 

Had they conducted an 
investigation already? Had 
they spoken to all of the 
players? Had they checked 
to see if they had any new 
BMWs kicking around? 

My guess is not. But that’s 
the approach most federa¬ 
tions take when confronted 
with match-fixing allega¬ 
tions — they choose not to 
go down the rabbit hole for 
fear of what they might 
find. 

In no way am I suggesting 
that Canadian players were 
involved. But it is the re¬ 
sponsibility of the CSA to 
fully find out. They need to 
do the due diligence, talk to 
their players and be sure. 

Otherwise, years from 
now, we may wake up in 
Wonderland with Europe 
and wonder what hap¬ 
pened.

Rule No. l: Pace yourself

Ah, the office holiday party 
— eagerly awaited for 
months, just as eagerly 
wished away from memory 
by unfortunate souls. 
Everyone has “that” office 
party story where someone 
crossed the line or did 
something incredibly stu¬ 
pid and sometimes the 
anxiety related to the party 
itself can be just as person¬ 
ally traumatizing. 

Given that it all takes 
place among people you 
share your work with or 
owe your job too, the fun of 
the office holiday party can 
quickly turn to fear and re¬ 
gret. 

Martin M. Anthony, pro¬ 
fessor of psychology at Ry- 
erson University and au¬ 
thor of the Shyness and So¬ 
cial Anxiety Workbook, 
says some anxiety is natural 
but often people imagine a 
much worse outcome than 


what is likely to happen. 

When it comes to things 
like letting an inappropri¬ 
ate joke slip through, 
spilling your drink or mis¬ 
pronouncing someone’s 
name, Anthony says it’s im¬ 
portant not to sweat the 
small stuff because, for the 
most part, other people 
won’t either. 

“A lot of times when we 
make these minor gaffes, 
we are the often the person 
most concerned about it. 
Many times it doesn’t mat¬ 
ter that much to others,” 
Anthony said. 

If you truly want to avoid 
those legendary water-cool¬ 
er disaster moments, An¬ 
thony can’t stress enough 
that limiting your alcohol 
consumption is crucial. 

“When people are anx¬ 
ious they often drink more 
at parties, which can make 
you more uninhibited. Al¬ 
cohol actually has the same 
physical effect on the brain 
as many anti-anxiety med¬ 
ications, but some anxiety 


is good because you need to 
monitor your behaviour to 
not offend people,” Antho¬ 
ny said. 

If you’re new in the office 
and worried about not hav¬ 
ing enough to say, plan out 
a few talking points in ad¬ 
vance and don’t set yourself 
up mentally to fail. 

“Think in advance of the 
kinds of things you want to 
talk about and challenge 
your own anxious 
thoughts,” Anthony said. 

Don’t expect to be a per¬ 
fect social butterfly at all 
times and don’t worry 
about pauses and silent mo¬ 
ments in a conversation — 
they are natural. 

“A lot of people who are 
nervous about making 
small-tallc are particularly 
worried about those little 
silences that happen during 
small talk. Silence doesn’t 
instantly mean you’re bor¬ 
ing — all conversations 
eventually settle, so don’t 
be afraid of it,” Anthony 
said.

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Cooking with Gordon 

Foul-mouthed chef invites viewers to cook with him

For years, viewers have 
watched Chef Gordon Ram¬ 
say reduce aspiring and 
even seasoned chefs to 
sliced and diced vegetables 
on shows like Hell's 
Kitchen and Kitchen Night¬ 
mares. So the prospect of 
cooking alongside him in a 
public forum is enough to 
make even the most hard¬ 
ened critic turn into a beat¬ 
en egg white. 

That was the challenge 
last summer as critics from 
across North America were 
invited to prepare a dish 
with the hot-headed TV 
chef. Now viewers will get 
the same opportunity when 
Gordon Ramsay: Coolcalong 
Live premieres tomorrow 
on Global and Fox (repeat¬ 
ing the next night on the 
Food Network). 

The Scottish-bom chef 
and restauranteur stood be¬ 
fore critics last summer at 
the annual press tour in Los 
Angeles and barked orders 
while dozens of scribes at¬ 
tempted to whisk egg 
whites into something re¬ 
sembling a peak. 

“(Have you) never made a 


Baked Alaska before?” Ram¬ 
say shouted from the stage 
where he stood with whisk 
and bowl. 

Most critics struggle with 
half-baked story ideas. 
We’re usually the crabs be¬ 
ing served on press tour, 
not the ones trying to pre¬ 
pare anything edible. 

“Where the hell did you 
get that shirt from?” he 
asked one critic dressed for 
the beach. “If your cooking 
is as bad as your dress 
sense,” he continued, drop¬ 


ping one of his usually 
bleeped F-bombs. 

Still, this wasn’t the rude 
Ramsay one is used to see¬ 
ing on television. He was 
here on this day to promote 
his show. He promised he’d 
be on his best behaviour on 
Coolcalong Live, too, as he 
helps homemakers try to 
prepare a pretty complicat¬ 
ed meal in real time as they 
watch the hour-long special 
next Tuesday night. 

He was looking forward 
to the challenge because, 


for one thing, he says he 
never really gets to cook 
properly on his other 
shows. “The biggest com¬ 
plaint I’ve had from, not 
just family, but from view¬ 
ers, customers that are in 
the restaurant, is that ‘We 
don’t see you cook 
enough,”’ he says. The 
French-trained chef, who 
has earned 16 Michelin 
stars, feels working in a far 
less pressurized TV environ¬ 
ment should help him 
show off his culinaiy skills 
— as well as control his pot¬ 
ty mouth. 

The live special will pres¬ 
ent a full 60-minute chal¬ 
lenge for chefs at home, 
with Angel Hair Pasta with 
shrimp, chili and tomatoes, 
Steak Diane with sauteed 
potatoes and peas and a 
Quick Tiramisu all on the 
menu. A well-stocked 
kitchen will be in order; a 
full list of ingredients can 
be found at globaltv.com. 
That’s where you’ll also 
find certain preparation 
tips online that will help 
home chefs stay with the 
program, the Canadian press

Chicken Satay 
Stir-Fry 

INGREDIENTS: 

1/4 cup (50 ml) smooth 

peanut butter 

1/3 cup (75 ml) coconut 

milk 

2 tbsp (25 ml) diluted 
chicken stock 
1 lemon, zest finely grated 

1 tbsp (15 ml) vegetable oil 

2 garlic cloves, crushed 

1 red chili pepper, deseed¬ 
ed and finely chopped 
12 oz (350 g) skinless 
chicken breast fillets, cut 
into thin strips 
1 tbsp (15 ml) five-spice 
powder 

1 red pepper, deseeded 
and sliced 

2 carrots, peeled and cut 
into julienne strips 

6 oz (175 g) button mush¬ 
rooms, sliced 
2 tbsp (25 ml) chopped 
fresh coriander 

METHOD: 

1. In small bowl, whisk to¬ 
gether peanut butter, co¬ 
conut milk, stock and 


lemon zest until blended, 
then set aside. 

2. Heat oil in wok or large 
flying pan over high heat. 
Add garlic and chili 
pepper and stir-fry 30 sec¬ 
onds to release flavours. 

3. Add chicken and five- 
spice powder and stir-fry 
3-4 minutes until chicken 
has coloured all over. Add 
red pepper, carrots and 
mushrooms and stir-fry 2- 
3 minutes until slightly 
softened. 

4. Pour peanut butter mix¬ 
ture into wok and stir-fry 
2-3 minutes until chicken 
is cooked through and ten¬ 
der. Remove from heat, 
stir in chopped coriander 
and serve immediately.
